Now ſuch Troubles as theſe are peculiar- 
ly fore, — they. make a Breach like the Sea, 
quickly-upon the Comfort and Strength of 
a Perſon or People: Human Help ſoon fails 


in theſe Caſes. — Indeed, in any Trouble, 


Creatures can't help us, without God, or if 
he be againſt us. — And again, God may, 
and ordinarily does, make uſe of Creatures 
ſomeWay as Inſtruments, to help and com- 
fort us, in ſuchCaſes as we have mention'd : 
But in theſe, and ſuch-like, the Circumſtan- 


ces are oſten ſo that no Proſpedt i is left us of 


obtaining Help in the ordinary Way, ans 
ſuch that the wiſeſt and beſt of our Friends 

know not what to do for us, nor is it in 
their, Power. to relicye us in a natural and 
common Method, or as they help us in 
leſſer Difficulties, but we need more ſpecial 
and extraordinary Interpoſitions of Provi- 
dence, and more immediate and abundant 


Supplies and Supports of Divine Grace in 


ſuch Cafes.—Very ſpecially a Perſon needs 
theſe, under Bereavements by the Deaths 
of dear and uſeful Friends, under ſorePains, 


and Sickneſs, extremeDangers,&c.—Again, 


APcople need extraordinary Influences, Sup- 
| ports

ports and Diſplays of God's Providence and 
Grace, to relieve or comfort them under the | 
Burdens and Deſolations of Wars, or Straits 
of Captivity or Famine, or Scareity, or the | 
like; and very eminently they need ſach* 
Infl uences when God takes away from them 
principal Men, — moſt faithful and uſeful 
Leaders, Rulers, Guides, or Officers; i in, the. 
Church, or State; for ſuch as theſe, the 
moſt faithful and uſeful are very ſcarce and' 
rare and few of them are to be found, in 
the World; — more eſpecially in very profil 
gate and careleſs Days and Times: Ves, 
and this Truth, and the ſolemn and pious 
Conſideration of it makes good and wiſe". 
Men cry out to God for Help, in ſuch a 
Caſe, — knowing there muſt be the ſpecial 
Influence and Diſplay of his Grace and 
good Providence, in order to repair fuch 
Breaches as are made by the Removal of 
of Talents, Diligence, Integrity and Faith- 
fulneſs; and that Men without this can 't 
help'us; as the Pſalmiſt, He! P, Lord, ſur

leſt on ſacred Record luſtances of-his Power, 
- and Sovereignty: in working in ſuch ſort

to them ſuch Means as might not be thought 
of by them beforehand, and by crowning 
Means with Succeſs beyond, or contrary to, 
their Expectation: As for Inſtance, for Per- 
ſons in Sickneſs he may, and many Times 
doth, cauſe weak Means to produce great 
Eſſects, when Health and Life are deſpaired 
of by themſelves, and by all Friends and 
Phyſicians around them: They may be ſup- 
ported alſo beyond all Expectation under 
the moſt tryingBereavements, by theDeaths _ 

of -the deareſt Friends ; or unthought-of 
Means may be ſuggeſted and bleſſed to re- 
lieve them in the moſt extreme Danger. 
Have not any of us found God's Mercy 
_ nigh, and his Power mighty ſometimes, 
when he has delivered us in ſuch a ſort ?---- 
Again, as to a People, has not God delivered 
them from the 'Troubles of War, Captivity, 
and like Troubles, when all rational Proſ- 
pect of Help, (and by ordinary Means have 
failed) by ordering out and favouring ſome 
new and uncommon Means andInſtruments ? 
And ſo God likewiſe diſplays his Wiſdom 
and Goodneſs, in repairing Breaches made 
by the Hand of his holy Providence upon 
his wer in the Church and State; when 
Men

Men (it may be) can ſee no one which y 
think will anſwer to ſtand in the Gap, God 
can ſend them one; and if he pleaſes from 
afar off, or ſuch as might not be thought of 
a little while before, and ſuch an one as 
ſhall fill up the moſt important Station and 
Truſt well, — who ſhall raiſe up the Foun- 
dation of many Generations; and who ſhall 
be called, and eminently be, the Repairer 
of the Breach, and the Reſtorer of Paths to 

dwell in. Theſe Truths are very plain, 
1 need not take uf more Time in their Proof. 
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Bur the Hour calls us to conſider whn 
Leſlons of Counſel and Comfort they read 
to us all, and to the bereaved Families and 
Flock in this Place; and more eſpecially 
touching the ſore Breach which the holy 
and righteous God has made upon us the 
laſt Weck: And this I ſhall endeavour un- 
der two Heads only, viz. ---- of Inſtruction 
Naar Exhortation.

cordial: and. Goſpel Repentance of it; to 
Sad we muſt go; and thus we muſt go to 
him i in all our Straits and Troubles :---lo, this 
is our abſolute Duty; and this is our Intereſt 
too, and what we ſhall certainly find our 
account in, ſo far as we are real and hearty 
in it: For God can do every Thing, and w ill 
do every Thing needed for thoſe who ſin- 
cerely ſeck and truſt in him: His Word be 
true which tell us,“ He is nigh to all that call 
vpon him, to all that call upon him in Truth. 
Abraham his Friend; and the Father and 
Pattern of the Faithful, knew and felt this 
ſurely when he obeyed and truſted God in 
the Matter of offering up his Son T/bac, 
(Gen. 221) and ſaid (as ver. 8.) God will 
provide, &c. David knew it too, when, 
diſclaiming all Confidence in an Arm of 
Fleſh, he tow¾is Wiſe of his God, and

was ordained Paſtor of the Church in this 
Place | March- 1 Tth. 1721 '>---which Office 
he diſcharged among you (Brethren)-with/ 
great Ind ultry and Fidelity more than forty” 
Years; büt is now no longer fuffered to 
contihde by Reaſon of Death :---- He was 
eſteemed. one of a penetrating and diſcern- 
ing Ondetftatding,=—of a peculiarly faga- 
cilous*nd' enterprizingGenius, and of a very 
tevaclous Memory, — as well as furniſhed 
with embelliſhing Acquirements ; and more 
eſpecially for his Acquaintance with the 
Affairs of Hiſtory and State-Policy, it was 
thought by! ſome that were likely to know. 
that few, Gentlemen of his Opportunity 
could exceed him :----As alſo, for layingout 
the enen, and e the Affair

meiits, with Diſpatch and Prudence, and ſo 
as to conſiſt with a-diligent Application fo
